CITY OF LINCOLN ENJOINED

Federal Court Will Inguire Into Just-
nesas of an Ordinance Regulnt-
ing Gas Hntes,

A restrainiug order has been iasued by
Judge Munger and served upon the execu-
tive ofMcers of the city of Lincoln preventing
the city from enforeing an ordinance regu-
lating gne rates. The order wns asked for
by the Lincoln Gas company.

Beveral months ago the city council of Lin-
toln passed an ordinance fxing the price of
gas per 1,000 feet ot $1.835 net. This was a
reduction in the price of HNuminating gas of
46 cents, the price fixed by the ordinance
being the net price charged by the company
for fuel gas, The council acted on the as-
sumption that as the company was selling
the same gas at two different prices it coul
sell at the lower price st a profit. The com-
pany claimed that it was only when the gas
was used in large guantitles, as It was for
fuel, that It could be =old (or the less rate,
A hearing on the granting of & permanent
Injunction Is sot for September 1.

Have Disrcgarded the Game Law,

Profeasional hunters living in the vielnity
of Ord have made themselves liuble to the
law  becsuse of wholesale destructlon of
prairie chickens during the past few days,
and several have boen arresied. The game
law prohibits the killing of these birds at
this season of the year, but the hunters, in
their desire L0 reallze from tho sale of them,
have paid no altentlon to the law. Onpe
thousand pralrie chlekens were shipped from
Ord and Intermediate polots Monday, con-
slgned o Omaba packers, but they never
reached their destiontion, as oMeers ralded
the expreas car between Burwell and Aurora
and stopped the sbhipmont. A consignment
of 200 was selzod al Central Clty last weak,

Omaha sportsmen express the hope that
the offenders who hiave been disregarding
the Maw will be severely punished. The re.
glon where they uro operaling Is alive with
prairie chickens at this season, but their
dentruction now takes off many of the young
birda and practically ruins hunting during
the monthe that I¢ Is permitied by the game
law.

Park avenue. He rallied several times dur-
ing the night and early morning. Yt an
hour proceding his death began to slnk
rapldly

Mr. Maul was a Ponpsylvanian, East Ber-
lin having beéen his birthplace abd early
home. He was educated in his native state
and taught schoal there for a4 number of
years, He came to Omahn in 1874 Mr,
Maul taught school In the old Drexel dis-
trict, now South Omaha, two or thres years
and spent conalderable time In surveying
in different parts of the state., In 1881 he
and Mr. Drexel bought the
eslablishiment of John Jacobs and
been In this business evor since.

Mr. Maul has been prominent (n polities,
having been a candldate for office on the
republican ticket a number of tlmes, In
1884 he was appointed coroner for the un-
expired term of W. H. Kent, resigned. He
was a candidate for the position the follow-
fng term, but was defeatod. Mr. Maul was
elected coroner in 188 and held the ofMeco
for two terms succesaively. He was a
candidate In 1888 for counellman from the
Third ward, but was not elected. He was
seeking the nomination of sheriff this com-
Ing fall.

Mr. Maul was a member of the following
fraternal orders: Ak-Sar-Ben,
temple, Covert lodge, Bellevue chapter, and

Mr. Maul leaves a wife. His parents in
Pennsylvania are still living., He wns 42
years old.

In the wvicinity of Alexandria, Hameon
county, small grain 18 all cut and stacking
Is in order. The estimate of the wheat
yield varies greatly. In some Instances It
will go aa low as elght hushels to the acre
and In others as high ns twenty,

Many of the farmer® In the wvicinity of
Alpena, Jerauld coumty, eay the wheat crop
in that section will be fully as good as the
crop of last yoar.

Around Aberdeen it is anld that since
farmers have got well Into the harvest little
Is heard about shrunken wheat, but that
most all are satisfled that the sample will
be much better than has been anticipated.

Ing season than was handled during the
season of 1802, when there was shipped
from REureka 3,300 cars of grain, and the
sales showed 1,800,000 bushels of wheat mar-
keted here.

In the vielnlty eof Henry, Codington
county, the erop will be an average one. It
will be as good as the average for the past
ten ¥ears. It will not be what It promised
a month ago. Had it held up to prospects
of one month ago
“bumper.”’

In the neighborhood of Dell Raplids, Min-
nehaha county, some of the wheat was
badly erinkled and made the work of cut-
ting a little slow. Oats stood up in good
shape generally. The yleld of wheat will
be falr to good, and the quality better than
was exnected, There will be a great deal
of wheat that will grade No. 1, and not much
that will grade lower than No, 2. The yield
will probably he in the nelghborhood of
fifteen bushela to the acre. Oals, barley and
flax will be an average crop, Corn is doing
well.

‘Around Scotland, Bon Homme county, the
#mall grain is nearly all In the shock. Had
it not been for the showers a couple of
days lnst week conslderable stacking would
have been done, The yleld and quallty will
not bhe as good as the prospects indicated
three weeks ago, but the general bellef is
that it will be about an average crop.

Hand county's crop of grain is pronounced
to be better than it has been since 1802, It
Is somewhat streaked—that is, big in some
parts and moderate In others—but, on the
whole very good. Wheat was so far along
that the recent heated spell did not do as
much damage as was anticipated. Of course,
it will take the thresher's record to show
what the actual yield is in various localities,
but the estimates place it all the way from
ten to twenty-five bushels per acre for
wheat,

Some few cases of threshing are reported.
Walter Nellls, a Hon Homme county farmer,
threshed thirty acres of wheat, which aver-
aged twelve and three-fourth bushels per
acre, and graded No., 2. James Quinn, a
farmer living near Artesian, Sanborn county,
{s threshing out part of his wheat crop, and
is agreenbly surprised to find that it is
yielding fifteen bushels per acre and grading
No. 1. Martin Martinson, a Moody county
farmer, has threshed some barley, the
average yleld being about forty bushels per
acre.
